This reference initially made in 1975 by Government as per G. O. Rt. 
No. 1362 /75 /LBR dated 22-11-1975 was to the Quilon Labour Court where 
it was taken on the file as I.D. 73 of that year. Later it was transferred to 
this Court and re-filed in the present number. 

2. Revision of salary as per APK -ESUSI agreement dated 7-4-1973 con 
Mundakayam , is the issue referred for adjudication . Pleadings were 
advanced even before the transfer of the case to this Court. Two of the 
employees were also examined before the Quilon Court. Those two 
settled their disputes with the Management and they are no more interested 
employees filed separate memos before me stating that they have since 
in proceeding with the case. The Union representing the workmen sub 
mitted before me that it is withdrawing from the contest. The third work 
man Shri A. J. Joseph did not appear to present his case. So he was set 
ex -parte on 17-10-1979, the date on which the case stood posted , at my 
Kottayam camp sitting. 

3. From the developments narrated above it is evident that Shri A. J. 
Joseph is no more interested and the other workmen have settled the dispute 
with the employer. In such circumstance I hold that there is no industrial 
dispute subsisting. An award is passed accordingly .

AWARD 


The 1ste referred for adjudication by Government as per G. O. (Rt.) 
No. 1529: 76 LBR dated 26-11-1976 is the valldity of tie dismissal of 
Shrt K. S. Fabistilwel by the Managing Director, Kerala Fisheries Corpora 
tion Ltd , Cochin - 11, from his post Freezing Supervisor. The reference made 
In 1976 was to the Labour Court, Quilon where it was filed as J.D. 96 of that 
year . It was later transferred to this Court on its formation . 

2. The dismissal was after a domestic enquiry, the validity of which was 
questioned ly the workman. I tried the validity of the clumestic enquiry and 
the correctness of the findings arrived at in that enquiry as a preliminary 
issue and rendered my findings on the same as per my order dated 12-10-1979 , 
a copy of which is appended to this award as " Annexure" . The facts and 
circumstances under which disciplinary action was initiated are narrated in 
that order and therefore it is unnecessary to repeat the same here. 

3. Two Iterns or charge were raised against the employee curicerned . I 
have found in my preliminary order that the first item of fraud or dishunesty 
in connection with the Corporation s business is not established and that he 
other count of charge that the employee caused loss to the corporation to the 
tune of Rs. 4450 Le very well established. The Management did not seek for 
an opportunity to adduce further evidence on the first charge . The partice 
did not want to adduce any evidence on the quantum of punishment also. So 
the only question remaining for consideration is as to what reliet the work . 
man is entitled to in the circumstances of the case. 

4. It is evident from the material avallable on record that the workman 
acted in such a nanner as to cause loss to the Management in peculiar circum 
stances. A consignment of prawns was brought by the PlantManager under whom 
this worlcman was employed . The workman weighed that consigoment and 
entered the correct weight in the relevant registers. But the Plant Manager 
insisted that the consignment actually weighed more. The innated weight as 
Insisted by the Plant Manager was substituted by werken in the records 
in the place of the original entries made by him . The Managenuent hnd to pay 
an excess annount by way of cost of the consignment on account of the later 
corrections. It is in this way that the workman happened to cause loss to the 
Management. There is nothing on record from which it can ce said that this 
workman had any dishonest intentions. No doubt he could have used his dis 
cretion and discarded the demand of the Plant Manager. But he being a 
subordinate did not do that. I have no material before me from which it can 
be said that this workman has any bad antecedents. In suca circumstances 
the extreme penalty of dismissal cannot be justified . He has been out of job 
for a little over four years and a direction for his reinstatement without the 
benefit of tark wages will serve as ample punishment of the misconduct 
proved. In the result I pass an award directing the Management to reinstate 
Shri K. S. Fatistilwel without the benefit of arrears in wages for the interval 
during which he was out of employment. He will be entitled to continuity of 
service. An award is passe ! Ccordingly .

ORDER 
Shri K. S. Fabistilwel was dismissed from his post as Freezing Supervisor 
the Director, Kerala Fisheries Corporation Ltd., Cochin after a domestic 
quiry in which he was found guilty that he practised fraud on the establish 
ent by fabricating the accounts in order to make it appear that a quantity 
4123 Kgs. of raw prawns was purchased on 7-7-1975 when as a matter of 
t the actual involved was only 3948. Two items of charge were the 
llowing : 

(1) Fraud and or dishonesty in connection with the Corporation 

business or property ; and 
( u ) Loss to the Corporation s property . 


The charge ts Ext. Mi. In answer the workman filed Ext. Ma explana 
tion wherein he stated that the consignment concerned was brought by the Plant 
Manager and he found on weighment that it consisted of 3948 Kgs. He made 
entries in the accounts accordingly . But the Plant Manager gave him a chit 
showing the actual quantity purchased and according to that chic the weight was 
4123 Kgs. On verification arter freezing it was found that the Plant Manager s 
claim was correct . As instructed by the Plaat Manager he corrected the original 
entries in the account to give the correct weight as per the chit. He was only 
Acting in accordance with the lawful orders of his superior. He did not there. 
fore commit any offence. He concluded his explanation as l ollows: 

" So I humbly request the Managing Director to be pleased to realise 
the facts and I may be kindly forgiven for adopting a fulse method in 
executing the instructions of the Plant Manager. Moreover I request 
that in the light of this explanation further disciplinary action way 

not be taken against me." 
The expianation was found unsatisfactory and therefore a domestic enquiry 
was ordered 


2. MW1, the then Personnel and Labour Officer of the Management Con 
poration conducted the eaquiry as he was authorised to do so . In Ext. M4 
notice issued to the workman intimating him of the posting of the case for 
enquiry the workman was told by the Enquiry Officer that three witnesses will 
be examined . Of them the first mentioned was Shri P. O. Varghese, the Plant 
Manager. But he was not available for examination and hence not examined. 
The remaining two were examined and cross -examined . Admittedly the 
workman took part in the enquiry . The only objection to the procedure adc 
pted by MW1 is that he did not take steps to compel the attendance of the 
Plant Manager as a witness and examine him . The argument is that the 
workman could have elicited from Shri P. O. Varghese that he was not really 
guilty. 

3. The validity of the domestic enquiry was tried as a preliminary issue a 
which stage the Enquiry Officer and the workman were examined respectively 
as MW1 and ww1. Exts. Mi to M11 were also marked . 

4. The workman admittedly participated in the domestic enquiry. He wa 
also told of the oral and documentary evidence that were intended to be use 
against him . The two witnesses examined were cross -examined at length. TY 
workman did ny adduce any evidence. There is no case that he was denied 
chance to adduce his own evidence. In the circumstances it cannot be sa 
that the enquiry is in any way vitiated in form and procedure. 

6. Now the question remains is as to whether the findings of guilt render 
by the enquiry officer is perverse or not. It is admitted by MW1 that the wo 
man had produced a chit alleged to have been issued to him by the PL 
Manager Shri P. O. Varghese. But that chit does not form part of the engu 


proceedings. It 19 claimed by MW1 that he returned that chit to the work 
man . But the workman as WW1 denies having received it back. I am told 
that Shri P. O. Varghese was also sacked from the Corporation . The claim 
of the workman that he effected corrections in Ext. M10 account book (tallying 
note ) as instructed by his superior, the Plant Manager, is not seriously challen 
ged by the Management. On the other hand the attempt made by the 
Management at the stage of cross- examination of wwi is to show that this 
workman should not have obeyed a direction of his Superior to correct the 
accounts as he himself should have used his discretion in rejecting an illegiti 
mate instruction . No doubt the workman as ww1 had admitted that he is not 
bound to obey the orders of the superiors if he is convinced that the directions 
are not lawful. But we have to consider the fact that the workman was only 
a subordinate officer. He was directed by his superior to effect certain correc 
tions to suit the latter s convenience. If as a matter of fact this worlman 
was also an active party to the fraud then it was unnecessary for him to have 
recorded the correct weights in the first instance. If he too was an accomplice 
then it was quite possible for him to enter the inflated weight in the first in 
stance itself. All these circumstances would show that there was no deliberate 
attempt on the part of the workman to commit the fraud . As a matter of fact 
there is no evidence at the enquiry from which it can be inferred that the 
workman had any guilty intentions when he effected the corrections. So 
the finding that he was a party to the fraud cannot be supported . That is 
vacated . 

6. It is clear from the evidence that an inflated weight was substituted in 
the accounts by the workman thereby making the Management Corporation to 
pay a sum of Rs. 4450 dn addition to the actual cost of the prawns received on 
7-7-1975. This loss was occasioned on account of the workman s act in having 
Indiscriminately carried out the unlawful direction of his superior. He was 
therefore found guilty of the second charge of causing loss to the Corpora 
tion for valid reasons. That finding is hereby confirmed . A preliminary 
order is passed accordingly.

AWARD 
The issue referred by Government as per G. O. (Rt.) No.777777/LBR 
dated 30-6-1977 is the dismissal of Shri E. Narayanan Nair by his 
employer Southern Aflama Gas Appliances (P ) Ltd., Mamala .

AWARD 
The issue referred for adjudication by Government as per G.O. (Rt.) 
No. 1227 /77/LBR dated 12-10-1977 is the termination of services of Shri 
Ayyappan Pappu by his employer Shri K. M. Mani, Rice Mill Owner 
Kottakkal, Manikkamangalam , Kalady. The reference in the first instance

According to the workman he was being employed 
regularly for 25 days a month . He claimed reinstatement alleging that he 
was denied work without assigning any reason .

In the 
absence of contest I accept the claim of the workman and hold that he was 
a regular employee in the Rice Mill of the Management and that his 
services were terminated without any reasonable cause. The workman is 
entitled to reinstatement with arrears of back wages at the rate of Rs. 250 
per mensem from 11-7-1976 till the date of reinstatement. In the result an 
award is passed declaring that the termination of the services of the workman 
by the Management is illegal and directing the Management to reinstate the 
workman with arrears ofwages as mentioned above.

ACT 
to provide for the alteration of boundaries of the States of Haryana and 

Uttar Pradesh and for matters connected therewith . 
BE it enacted by Parliament in the Thirtieth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows: 


PART I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. Short title.This Act may be called the Haryana and Uttar Pradesh 
(Alteration of Boundaries ) Act, 1979. 
2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires -- 

(a ) " appointed day" means the day which the Central Government may, 
by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint; 

( b ) " assembly constituency ", " council constituency " and " Parliamentary 
constituency have the same meanings as in the Representation of the 
People Act, 1950 (43 of 1950): 

(c ) " fixed boundaries" means the boundaries demarcated under the 
provisions of section 3 ; 

(d ) " law " includes any enactment, Ordinance, regulation , order, bye 
law , rule, scheme, notification or other instrument having the force cf law 
in the whole or in any part of the State of Haryana or Uttar Pradesh , 

(e ) " notified order" means an order published in the Official Gazette ; 
(1) " prescribed" means prescribed by rules made under this Act; 
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(g ) " present deep stream line" means the deep stream line of the 
river Yamuna as verified and determined by the Survey of India during the 
months of November, 1974, December, 1974 , January, 1975 and February, 
1975 ; 

( h ) " sitting member " , in relation to either House of Parliament or of 
the Legislature of a State , means a person who immediately before the 
appointed day is a member of that House; 
( 1) " transferred territories" means, -- 

(a ) in relation to the State of Haryana, the territories transferred 
by this Act from that state to the State of Uttar Pradesh , and 

( b ) in relation to the State of Uttar Pradesh , the territories 
transferred by this Act from that state to the State of Haryana ; 

(j) any reference to a district of a State shall be construed as a 
reference to the area physically comprised within that district immediately 
before the appointed day . 


PART II 


ALTERATION OF BOUNDARIES 
3. Replacement of fluctuating boundaries by fixed boundaries .- ( i) As from 
the appointed day, the boundary between the Karnal and Sonepat districts of 
the State of Haryana and the Saharanpur, Muzaffarnagar and Meerut districts 
of the State of Uttar Pradesh and the boundary between the Gurgaon districts 
the State of Haryana and the Bulandshahr and Aligarh districts of the State 
of Uttar Pradesh which at present is the deep stream of the river Yamuna, shall 
he altered to and replaced by fixed boundaries. 

(2 ) The said fixed boundaries shall be demarcated by an authority appointed 
in this behalf by the Central Government so as to be generally in conformity 
with the fixed boundaries described in the Schedule. 
(3 ) For the purposes of such demarcation 

( a ) the decision of the said authority on any matter relating to the 
interpretation of any part of the description of the fixed boundary given 
in the Schedule shall be final; 

(b ) the said authority shall have power to determine the location of 
the points at which the boundary pillars shall be constructed and to specify 
the State Government which shall be responsible for the construction and 
maintenance of the boundary pillars at such points according to such specifi 
cations as that authority may indicate (the pillars of the same specifications 
being apportioned , as far as practicable, equally between the two State 
Governments ), the decision of the said authority in regard to these matters 
being final; 
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(c ) it shall be lawful for the said authority and for any person specified 
by such authority to enter upon and survey any area in the vicinity of any 
of the fixed boundaries described in the Schedule and to do all other acts 
as may be necessary. 

(4 ) The authority referred to in sub-section ( 2) shall also prepare maps 
of the areas on both sides of the fixed boundaries and in the vicinity thereof 
showing 

( a ) the present deep stream line and the fixed boundary in relation to 
it ; and 

(b ) the names and boundaries of the villages on both sides of the fixed 
boundary as indicated by the State Government concerned with reference 

to the revenue records of that Government, 
and send authenticated copies thereof to the Central Governnient and to the 
State Governments of Haryana and Uttar Pradesh . 
4. Transfor of territories.- ( 1) As from the appointed day, 

(a ) there shall be added to the State of Haryana all the territories of 
the State of Uttar Pradesh which lie on the Haryana side of the fixed 
boundaries, and the said territories shall thereupon cease to form part of 
the State of Uttar Pradesh; and 

(b ) there shall be added to the State of Uttar Pradesh all the territories 
of the State of Haryana which lie on the Uttar Pradesh side of the fixed 
boundaries, and the said territories shall thereupon cease to form part of 
the State of Haryana. 

(2 ) Each of the State Governments of Haryana and Uttar Pradesh shall, 
by order in the Official Gazette of the State, provide for the administration , as 
from the appointed day , of the territories transferred to that State under sub 
section (1 ) by including them or any part of them in such district, sub- division , 
police-station or other administrative unit as may be specified in the order. 

5. Amendment of First Schedule to the Constitution .- As from the appointed 
day, in the First Schedule to the Constitution , under the heading " I. THE 
STATES" 

(a ) for the entry against " 13. Uttar Pradesh " , the following shall be 
substituted , namely : 

" The territories which immediately before the commencement of 
this Constitution were either comprised in the Province known as the 
United Provinces or were being administered as if they formed part of 
that Province, the territories specified in clause ( b ) of sub- section ( 1) 
of section 3 of the Bihar and Uttar Pradesh (Alteration of Boundaries ) 
Act, 1968, and the territories specified in clause (b ) of sub-section ( 1 ) 
of section 4 of the Haryana and Uttar Pradesh (Alteration of Boun 
daries) Act, 1979, but excluding the territories specified in clause (a ) 
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of sub-section ( 1) of section 3 of the Bihar and Uttar Pradesh (Altera 
tion of Boundaries ) Act, 1968, and the territories specified in clause 
(a ) of sub -section ( 1) of section 4 of the Haryana and Uttar Pradesh 
(Alteration of Boundaries ) Act, 1979. " ; 

( b ) for the entry against " 17. Haryana" , the following shall be substi 
tuted , namely : 

" The territories specified in sub -section (1 ) of section 3 of the Punjab 
Reorganisation Act, 1966 and the territories specified in clause (a ) of 
sub -section ( 1 ) of section 4 of the Haryana and Uttar Prades ı (Altera 
tion of Boundaries ) Act, 1979 , but excluding the territories specified 
in clause (b ) of sub-section ( 1) of section 4 of that Act.". 


PART III 

REPRESENTATION IN THE LEGISLATURES 
6. Construction of delimitation orders - As from the appointed day, any 
reference in any order relating to delimitation of parliamentary constituencies, 
assembly constituencies or council constituencies 

(a ) (i) to the State of Haryana, shall be construed as including the 
territories transferred to that State from the State of Uttar Pradesh under 
clause (a ) of sub-section (1 ) of section 4 , but excluding the territories 
transferred from the State of Haryana to the State of Uttar Pradesh under 
clause (b ) of that sub-section ; 

(11) to any district, sub- division , police station or other administra 
tive unit in the State of Haryana, shall be contrued as including that part 
of the territories, if any, transferred to that State, which is included in that 
district, sub -division , police station or other administrative unit by order 
made under sub -section ( 2) of section 4 ; 

( b ) ( i) to the State of Uttar Pradesh shall be construed as including 
the territories transferred to that State from the State of Haryana under 
clause (b ) of sub -section ( 1 ) of section 4, but excluding the territories 
transferred from the State of Uttar Pradesh to the State of Haryana under 
clause (a ) of that sub-section : 

(11) to any district , sub-division, police station or other administra 
tive unit in the State of Uttar Pradesh , shall be construed as including that 
part of the territories, if any, transferred to that State, which is included 
In that district , sub-division, police station or other administrative undt by 

order made under sub -section ( 2 ) of section 4 . 
7. Provision as to sitting members.- ( 1 ) Every sitting member of the Ilouse 
of the People representing any parliamentary constituency the extent of which 
has been altered by virtue of the provisions of this Act shall, notwithstanding 
such alteration , he deemed , as from the appointed day, to have been elected to 
that House by that constituency as so altered . 
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(2 ) Every sitting member of the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Haryana or Uttar Pradesh representing any assembly constituency the extent 
of which has been altered by virtue of the provisions of this Act shall, not. 
withstanding such alteration , be deemed , as from the appointed day, to have been 
elected to the said Legislative Assembly by that constituency as so altered . 

( 3 ) Every sitting member of the Legislative Council of the State of Uttar 
Pradesh representing any council constituency the extent of which has been 
altered by virtue of the provisions of this Act shall, notwithstanding such 
alteration, be deemed, as from the appointed day, to have been elected to the 
said Legislative Council by that constituency as so altered . 


PART IV 

HIGH COURTS 
8. Extension of jurisdiction of, and transfer of proceedings to, High Court 
of Punjab and Haryana.- ( 1 ) Execept as hereinafter provided 

(a ) the jurisdiction of the High Court of Punjab and Haryana shall, 
as from the appointed day , extend to the territories transferred by this Act 
from the State of Uttar Pradesh to the State of Haryana; and 

( b ) the High Court of judicature at Allahabad shall, as from that day, 
have no jurisdiction in respect of the said territories. 

( 2) Such proceedings pending in the High Court of Judicature at Allahabad 
immediately before the appointed day as are certified by the Chief Justice of 
that High Court, having regard to the place of accrual of the cause of action 
and other circumstances, to be proceedings which ought to be heard and decided 
by the High Court of Punjab and Haryana shall, as soon as may be after such 
certification , be transferred to the High Court of Punjab and Haryana 

(3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- sections ( 1) and ( 2 ), but 
save as hereinafter provided , the High Court of Judicature at Allahabad shall 
have, and the High Court of Punjab and Haryana shall not have jurisdiction 
to entertain, hear or dispose of appeals, applications for leave to appeal to the 
Supreme Court, applications for review and other proceedings, where any such 
proceedings seek any relief in respect of any order passed by the High Court of 
Judicature at Allahabad before the appointed day: 

Provided that if , after such proceedings have been entertained by the High 
Court of Judicature at Allahabad , it appears to the Chief Justice of that High 
Court that they, ought to be transferred to the High Court of Punjab and 
Haryana, he shall order that they shall be so transferred and such proceedings 
shall thereupon be transferred accordingly . 
( 4 ) Any order made by the High Court of Judicature at Allahabad 

(a ) before the appointed day in any proceedings transterred to the 
High Court of Punjab and Haryana by virtue of sub-section (2 ), or 
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(b ) in any proceedings with respect to which the High Court of 
Judicature at Allahabad retains jurisdiction by virtue of sub- section ( 3) . 
shall,for all purposes, have effect not only as an order of the High Court 
of Judicature at Allahabad , but also as an order made by the High Court 
of Punjab and Haryana . 

( 5 ) Subject to any rule made or direction given by the High Court of Punjab 
and Haryana, any such person who immediately before the appointed day is an 
advocate entitled to practise in the High Court of Judicature at Allahabad as 
inay be specified in this behalf by the Chief Justice of the High Court of Punjab 
and Haryana having regard to the transfer of territories from the State of Uttar 
Pradesh to the State of Haryana, shall be recognised as an advocate entitled 
to practise in the High Court of Punjab and Haryana. 

9. Extension of jurisdiction of, and transfer of proceedings to , High Court at 
Allahabad.- (1 ) Except as hereinafter provided 

(a ) the jurisdiction of the High Court of Judicature at Allahabad 
shall as from the appointed day, extend to the territories transferred by 
this Act from the State of Haryana to the State of Uttar Pradesh; and 

( b ) the High Court of Punjab and Haryana shall, as from that day , 
have no jurisdiction in respect of the said territories. 

( 2) Such proceedings pending in the High Court of Punjab and Haryana 
immediately before the appointed day as are certified by the Chief Justice of 
that High Court, having regard to the place of accrual of the cause of action 
and other circumstances, to be proceedings which ought to be heard and decided 
by the High Court of Judicature at Allahabad shall, as soon as may be after 
such certification , be transferred to the High Court of Judicature at Allahabad . 

(3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-sections ( 1) and (2 ), but 
save as hereinafter provided , the High Court of Punjab and Haryana shall have. 
and the High Court of Judicature at Allahabad shall not have, jurisdiction to 
entertain , hear or dispose of appeals , applications for leave to appeal to the 
Supreme Court, applications for review and other proceedings, where any such 
proceedings seek any relief in respect of any order passed by the High Court 
of Punjab and Haryana before the appointed day : 

Provided that if, after such proceedings have been entertained by the High 
Court of Punjab and Haryana, at appears to the Chief Justice of that High 
Court that they ought to be transferred to the High Court of Judicature at 
Allahabad, he shall order that they shall be so transferred and such proceedings 
shall thereupon be transferred accordingly. 
(4 ) Any order made by the High Court of Punjab and Haryana 

( a ) before the appointed day in any proceedings transferred to the 
High Court of Judicature at Allahabad by virtue of sub-section (2 ) ; or 

(b ) in any proceedings with respect to which the High Court of Punjab 
and Haryana retains jurisdiction by virtue of sub-section ( 3 ), 
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shal , for all purposes, have effect not only as an ordor of the High Court of 
Punjab and Haryana, but also as an order made by the High Court of Judicature 
at Allahabad. 

(5 ) Bubject to any rulo made or direction given by the High Court of 
Judicature at Allahabad , any ruch person who immediately before the appointed 
day is an advocate entitled to practise in the High Court of Punjab and 
Haryana as may be specified in this behalf by the Chief Justice of the High 
Court of Judicature at Allahabad having regard to the transfer of territories 
from the State of Haryana to the State of Uttar Pradesh shall be recognised as 
on advocate entitled to practise in the High Court of Judicature at Allahabad. 

10. Right to appear in any proceedings transferred under section 8 or section 
9. - Any person who immediately before the appointed day is an advocate 
entitled to practise in the High Court of Punjab and Haryana or the High 
Court of Judicnture at Allahabad and was authorised to appear in any proceed 
ings transferred under section 8 or section 9 shall have the right to appear in 
the High Court to which the proceedings have been transferred in relation to 
those proceedings. 
11. Interpretation.- For the purposes of sections 8 and 9, 

(a ) proceedings shall be deemed to be pending in the High Court of 
Punjab and Haryana or the High Court of Judicature at Allahabad until 
that Court has disposed of all issues be:ween the parties, including any issue 
with respect to the taxa :ion of the costs of the proceedings and shail Include 
appeals, applications for leave to appeal to the Supreme Court, 
applications for review , petitions for revision and petitions for wris; 

(b ) references to the High Court of Punjab and Haryana or the High 
Court of Judicature at Allahabad shall be construed as including references 
to a Judge or division court thereof, and references to an order made by 

a court or a Judge shall be construed as iacluding references to a sentence. 
Judgement or decree passed or made by that court or Judge. 


PART V 

AUTHORISATION OF EXPENDITURE 
12. Appropriation of moneys for expenditure in transferred territories under 
existing Appropriation Acts.- ( 1) As from the appointed day, any Act passed by 
the Legislature of the State of Haryana or Uttar Pradesh before that day for 
the appropriation of any moneys out of the Consolidated Fund of the State 
to meet any expenditure in respect of any part of the financial year in which 
the appointed day falls shall have effect also in relation to the territories 
transferred to that State by the provisions of Part II and it shall be lawful for 
the State Government to spend any amount on any service in those territories 
out of the amount authorised by such Act to be expended for that service during 
the financial year in that State.

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(2 ) The Governor of Haryana o of Uttar Pradesh may, after the appointed 
day, authorise such expenditure from the consolidated Fund of the State as 
he deems necessary for any purpose or service in the terrdtories transferred to 
that State for a period of not more than six months begining with the appointed 
day pending the sanction of such expenditure by the Legislature of the State : 

Provided that no such authorisation shall be made so as to have effect for 
any perlod after the end of the financial year in which the appointed day falls . 

13. Reports relating to accounts of Haryana and Uttar Pradesh.-- The 
reports of the Comptroller and Auditor -General of India referred to in clause ( 2) 
of article 151 of the Constitution relating to the accounts of the State of 
Haryana or Uttar Pradesh in respect of any financial year ending before the 
appointed day shall be submitted to the Governor of each of the States of 
Haryana and Uttar Pradesh who shall cause them to be laid before the 
Legislature of the State. 


PART VI 
APPORTIONMENT OF ASSETS AND LIABILITIES 
14. Land and goods.- ( 1 ) Subject to the other provisions of this part, all 
land and all stores, articles and other goods belonging to the State of Haryana 
or Uttar Pradesh in the transferred territories shall , as from the appointed 
day, pass to the State to which the territories are transferred . 

(2 ) In this section, the expression " land includes Immovable property of 
every kind and any rights in or over such property . 

15. Arrears of taxes.-- The right of the State of Haryana or Uttar Pradesh 
to recover arrears of any tax or duty on property situate in the transferred 
territories, including land revenue, or to recover arrears of any other tax or 
duty in any case where the place of assessment of that tax or duty is in the 
transferred territories shall belong to the State to which the territories are 
transferred. 

16. Right to recover loans and advances. The right to recover any loans or 
advances made before the appointed day by the State of Haryana or Uttar 
Pradesh to any local body, society , agriculturist , or other person in the trans 
ferred territories shall belong to the State to which the territories are trans 
ferred . 

17. Refund of taxes collected in excess.- The Hability of the State of Haryana 
or Uttar Pradesh to refund any tax or duty on property situate in the trans 
ferred territories including land revenue, collected in excess shall be the llability 
of the State to which the territories are transferred , and the Hability of the 
State of Haryana or Uttar Pradesh to refund any other tax or duty collected 
in excess in any case where the place of assessment of the tax or duty is in the 
transferred territories shall also be the liability of the State to which the terri 
tories are transferred. 


-- 


18. Doposite - The liability of the state of Haryana or Uttar Pradesh for 
respect of any civil deposit or local fund deposit made in the transferred terri 
tories shall, as from the appointed day, be the liabllity of the State to which 
the territories are transferred . 

19. Contracts.- ( 1) Where, before the appointed day, the State of Haryana 
or Uttar Pradesh has made any contract in the exercise of its executive power 
for any purposes of the State, that contract shall be deemed to have been made 
in the exercise of the executive power 

( a ) if such purposes are, as from that day, purposes relatable excusively 
to the transferred territories, of the State to which the territories are trans 
ferred ; and 

(b ) in any other case, of the State which made the contract, and all 
rights and liabilities which have accrued, or may accrue, under ar.y such 
contract shall, to the extent to which they are rights or liabilities of the 
State which made the contract, be the rights or liabilities of the State 
specified in clause ( a ) or clause (b ) above. 

( 2 ) For the purposes of this section, there shall be deemed to be included 
In the labilities which have accrued or may accrue under any contract 

(a ) any liability to satisfy an order or award made by any court or 
other tribunal in proceedings relating to the contract ; and 

(b) any liability in respect of expenses incurred in or in connection 
with any such proceedings . 

( 3) This section shall have effect subject to the other provisions of this 
part relating to the apportionment of liabilities in respect of loans, guarantees 
and other financial obligations. 

20. Liability in respect of actionable wrong. - Where, immediately before 
the appointed day, the State of Haryana or Uttar Pradesh is subject to any 
liability in respect of an actionable wrong, other than breach of contract, that 
liability shall , 

( a ) If the cause of action arose wholly within the transferred terri 
tories, be a llability of the State to which the territories are transferred ; and 

(b ) in any other case, continue to be a liability of the State which, 
immediately before that day, was subject to such Llability , 
21. Liability as guarantor of co -operative societies. - Where, immediately 
before the appointed day, the State of Haryana or Uttar Pradesh is Hable as 
guarantor in respect of any liability of a registered co -operative society, that 
Vability shall, 

(a ) if the area of the society s operations is limited to the transferred 
terrilories , be a liability of the State to which the territories are trans 
ferred ; and 
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(b ) In any other case, continue to be a Hability of the State which 
immediately before that day, was subject to such lability. 
22.Items in Silspense. If any item in suspense la ultimately found to affect 
an asset or Mability of the nature referred to in any of the foregoing provisions 
of this part, it shall be dealt with in accordance with that provision . 

23. Apportionment of assets or liabilities by agreement. - Where the States 
oflaryana and Uttar Pradesh agree that the benefit or burden of any particular 
asset or liability should be apportioned between them in a manner other than 
that provided for in the foregoing provisions of this part, then , aotwithstanding 
anything contained therein , the benefit or burden of that asset or liability shall 
be apportioned in the manner agreed upon . 

24. Power of Central Government to order allocation or adjustment in certatn 
cases.- Where, by virtue of any of the provisions of this part, either of the 
States of Haryana or Uttar Pradesh becomes entitled to any property cr cbtalns 
any benefits or becomes subject to any liabllity , and the Central Government, 
on a reference made within a period of three years from the appointed day by 
either of the States, is of opinion that it is just and equitable that that property 
or those benefits should be transferred to , or shared with , the other State or 
that a contribution towards that liability should be made by the other state, 
the said property or benefits shall be allocated in such manner between the 
two States, or the other State shall make to the State subject to the liability such 
contribution in respect thereof, as the Central Government may, after consulta 
tion with the two State Governments, by order, determine. 

25. Expenditure to be charged on the Consolidated Fund .- All sums payable 
by either the State of Haryana or Uttar Pradesh to the other State by virtue 
of the provisions of this part shall be charged on the Consolidated Fund of the 
State by which such sums are payable. 


PART VII 


LEGAL AND MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 
26. State Financial Corporations and State Electricity Boards. - As from the 
appointed day , -- 

(a ) the Financial Corporations constituted under the State Financial 
Corporations Act, 1951 (63 of 1951 ), for the States of Haryana and Uttar 
Pradesh ; and 

( b ) the State Electricity Boards constituted under the Electricity 
( Supply) Act, 1948 (54 of 1948 ), for the said States, 
shall be deemed to have been constituted for those states with their areas as 
altered by the provisions of section 4 
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22. Territorial atent of laws - The provisions of section 4 shall not be 
deemed to have effected any change in the territories to which any law in force 
immediately before the appointed day extends or applies, and territorlal refer 
ancess in any such law to the State of Haryana or Uttar Pradesh shall, unti 
otherwise provided by a competent Legislature or other competent authority , b 
construed as meaning the territories within that State immediately before the 
appointed day . 

28. Power to adapt laws. — For the purpose of facilitating the application 
of any law in relation to the State of Haryana or Uttar Pradesh, the appropriate 
Government may, before the expiration of two years from the appointed day. 
by order, make such adaptations and modifications of the law , whether by way 
of repeal or amendment as may be necessary or expedient, and thereupon every 
such law shall have effect subject to the adaptations or modlications so made 
until altered , repealed or amended by a competent Legislature or other compe 
tent authority . 

Esplanation .- In this section, the expression "appropriate Government" 
means as respects any law relating to a matter enumerated in the Union List, 
the Central Government, and as respects any other law , the State Government. 

29. Power to construe laws. - Notwithstanding that no provision or insuff 
cient provision has been made for the adaptation of a law made before the 
appointed day, any court, tribunal or authority, required or empowered to 
enforce such law may, for the purpose of facilitating its application in relation 
to the State of Haryana or Uttar Pradesh, construe the law in such manner , 
without affecting the substance, as may be necessary or proper in regard to 
the matter before the court, tribunal or authority . 

30. Legal proceedings.- Where, immediately before the appointed day , the 
State of Haryana or Uttar Pradesh is a party to any legal proceedings with 
respect to any property, rights or liabilities transferred to the other State 
under this Act , the other state shall be deemed to be substituted for the State 
from which such property , rights or liabilities are transferred as a party to 
those proceedings, or added as a party thereto , as the case may be, and the 
proceedings may continue accordingly . 

31. Transfer of pending proceedings.- ( 1) Every proceeding pending 
immediately before the appointed day before a court (other than a High Court ), 
tribunal, authority or officer in any area which on that day falls within the 
State of Haryana or Uttar Pradesh shall, if it is a proceeding relatable exclu 
sively to any part of the territories which as from that day are the territories 
of the other state, stand transferred to the corresponding court, tribunal, 
authority or officer in the other State . 

( 2 ) If any question arises as to whether any proceeding should stand 
transferred under sub-section ( 1), It shall be referred to the High Court having

jurisdiction in respect of the area in which the court, tribunal, authority or officer 
before which, or before whom , such proceeding is pending on the appointed 
day, is functioning , and the decision of that High Court shall be final. 
( 3 ) In this section , 

( a ) " proceeding " includes any suit, case or appeal; and

32. Construction of boundary pillars, etc.- ( 1) It shall be lawful for the 
State Government which is responsible for the construction of any boundary 
pillar under sub-section ( 3 ) of section 3 to cause such pillar to be constructed 
and maintained and no suit, prosecution or other legal proceeding shall le 
against the State Government or any of its officers for anything in good faith done 
or intended to be done under this section . 

( 2 ) The boundary pillars shall be inspected jointly by the officers of the 
State Governments of Haryana and Uttar Pradesh in accordance with such 
rules as the Central Government may make in this behalf . 

(3 ) Whoever wilfully removes or injuries any boundary pillars shall be 
punishable with imprisonment of either description for a term which may extend 
to one year, or with fine, or with both. 

( 4 ) Notwithsanding anything contained in the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
1973 ( 2 of 1974 ), an offence under sub-section (3 ) may be inquired dnto and 
tried by a court in either of the States of Haryana and Uttar Pradesh . 

33. Validity of demarcation done before commencement of Act. - All things 
done and all steps taken before the commencement of this Act in connection 
with the demarcation of the fixed boundaries shall, in so fas as they are 
conformity with the provisions of sub -section (2 ) and (3 ) of section 3 , be 
deemed to have been done in accordance with law . 

34. Effect of provisions inconsistent with other laws.-- The provisions of 
this Act shall have effect notwithstanding any law , custom or usage which ds 
inconsistent therewith . 

35. Power to remove difficulties.- (1 ) If any difficulty arises in giving 
effect to the provisions of this Act, the President may, by notified order, do 
anything not inconsistent with such provisions which appeals to him to be 
necessary or expedient for the purpose of removing the difficulty. 
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( 2) Every order made under this section shall be laid before saah HQUAM 
of Parliament. 

36. Power to make rules.- (1) The CentralGovernment may, by notification 
in the Official Gazette, make rules to give effect to the provisions of this Act. 

(2 ) Every rule made by the Central Government under this section shall 
he laid, as soon as may be after it is made before each House of Parliament 
while it is in session for a total period of thirty days which may be comprised 
in one session or in two or more successive sessions, and of before the expiry 
of the session immediately following the session or the successive sessions 
aforesaid , both Houses agree in making any modification in the rule or both 
Houses agree that the rule should not be made, the rule shall thereafter have 
effect only in such modified form or be of no effect, as the case may be; so , 
however, that any such modification or annulment shall be without prejudice 
to the validity of anything previously done under that rule .

of LALPUR , the northern and eastern boundaries of MAHABATPUR , the 
eastern boundary of MUAZZAMABAD , the eastern boundary of BHASKOLA , 
the eastern and northern boundaries of RAJPUR KALAN including CHAK 
PHULERA, the northern and eastern boundaries of SHIKARGAH , the northern 
and eastern boundaries of AMINPUR , the eastern boundary of CHIRSI, the 
eastert boundary of AKBARPUR , the eastern boundary of MOZAMABAD 
MAZRA -SHEIKHPUR , the eastern boundary of SHEIKHPUR , the eastern
